There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

The  Health  Visitor  paid  1153  visits  of  enquiry  to  the  homes  of 
notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  arranged  for  examination  of  contacts 
by  the  Chest  Physician  and  in  many  cases  transporting  them  to  the 
respective  Chest  Clinics  at  Stamford  and  Melton,  and  reported  on  home 
conditions.  Cases  considered  to  be  inadequately  housed  are  referred 
by  the  Health  Committee  to  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  with  a 
recommendation  for  rehousing  where  possible.  Nursing  requisities, 
extra  bedding  and  garden  shelters  aro  provided  when  necessary:  two 
shelters  were  on  loan  at  the  end  of  theyear. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician  one  patient  was  sent 
to  a  Spero  Home  (maintained  by  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  for  one  month,  the  cost  being  defrayed  by  the  County 
Council.

MEDICAL  LOAN  DEPOTS 


(Section  28  N. H.S.  Act,) 


There  are  40  Depots  in  villages  in  the  County  holding 
smaller  items  in  most  demand,  these  are  maintained  by  the  Rutland 
Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  under  the  supervision  of  the 
County  Director  (  Mr s.  C.  Drage  ).  Larger  items  such  as  wheel  chairs, 
commodes,  crutches,  bed  tables,  etc.,  can  be  obtained .through  the 
village  representatives  from  the  Red  Cross  Office,  56,  High  otreet, 
Oakham,  or  the  County  Health  Department. 

The  County  Director  reports  that  there  was  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  articles  during  the  year, 
particularly  from  the  aged  sick.  New  wheel  chairs  were  purchased 
to  meet  the  increased  demand.

The  total  number  of  niles  covered  by  the  ambulances  and 
cars  during  the  year  was  131893  miles  an  increase  of  just  over  17000 
on  the  previous  year. 

In  March  a  new  7  seater  Bedford  Utilccon  General  Purpose 
Anbulancc  replaced  the  old  Austin  ambulance  which  had  been  in  use  for 
a  number  of  years  before  its  purchase  from  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 

in  1949. 

The  closure  of  Burley  Hospital  (for  diabetics  and  convalescent 
patients)  reduced  the  number  of  long  distance  journeys  undertaken  for 
other  authorities  in  previous  years. 

Patients  resident  in  the  western  half  of  the  County  invariably 
attend  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  or  the  City  General  Hospital,  Leicester, 
and  patients  resident  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  County  Stanford  and 
Rutland  Hospital,  Stanford,  Peterborough  Memorial  Hospital  or  for  more 


specialised  forms  of  treatment,  to  Addenbrookes  Hospital,  Cambridge, 
All  the  above  hospitals  have  transport  officers  and  their  help,  in 
co-ordinatin  ;  appointment  times  etc, ,  is  greatly  appreciated.

Every  request  for  a 
fome  Help  must  be  supported  by  a  recommendation  from  a  doctor,  district 
lurse,  hosnital  or  other  approved  person;  and  each  case  is  assessed 
iccording  to  a  scale  of  allowances  drawn  up  by  the  County  Council.  except 
n  urgent  cases,  assesment  is  always  undertaken  before  the  Hone  Help 
somnences  work. 

Following  consultation  with  the  Regional  Officer  of  the 
lational  Assistance  Board  and  the  Hone  Help  Organiser  it  was  decided  that 
jersons  receiving  additional  assistance  from  the  Board  to  meet  Hone  Help 
;omnitments  would  not  be  required  to  make  any  payments  for  the  service. 

The  type  of  cases  using  the  Service  followed  a  similar 
>attern  as  the  previous  year  and  there  is  ample  evidence  that  the  Hone  Helps 
ire  greatly  appreciated.
